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Dis birds selected for 1998 are the Pine Grosbeak and the Eastern Kingbird. 
These two choices of feathered friends are fairly common in this area. 


Due to unforeseen circumstances I was unable to complete the entire issue prior to 
C.N.A. time. I did, however, manage to get 30 sets done in time to be sold in Edmonton. 
The remaining sets will be done as time permits. The two are shown below, the reverses 
being the same as previous years. There are definitely enough birds species around here to 
feed my project for a few more years. Time and health will determine the future. 


The Pine Grosbeak is not seen here during the summer 
but usually passes this way en route to some other destination 
in the late fall. If the pickin's look good they might stay. It is 
only by chance if we are lucky enough to lure a few to spend 
the winter around our yard. A couple of years ago about 15-20 
of them decided to spend the winter here and I went out of my 
way to accommodate them. 

The Pine Grosbeak prefers to feed on the ground as opposed to alighting on a feeder. 
Learning this preference early in the season, | packed down the snow in a given area and 
spread sunflower seeds there. Before long, they became so tame I was feeding them like 
chickens in a barnyard! These birds do not seem to be very vocal, emitting only a soft chirp. 
When having a disagreement among themselves, however, they "hiss" in a most unbecoming 
manner.

The Eastern Kingbird is a summer staple in our garden 
and I cannot remember a summer without its presence. A 
member of the flycatcher family, its feeding habits provide an 
interesting display of aerial feats. A fierce guardian of its nest,

Hornungh said these represent overruns and sam- 
ples from orders in the 1960s, 1970s and 1980s but 
some go back to the 1950s as well. 

He said the museum will also display some origi- 
nal woods from Tenino, Wash., considered the birth- 
place of wooden money. During the Great Depres- 
sion the Tenino Chamber of Commerce agreed to 
issue scrip to meet a currency shortage and the rest 
is history. 

The museum is also looking for information and 
samples of woods issued by coin clubs through the 
years, Hornungh said.
